Feb. 17, 1821. Entered Jerusalem by

’ minutes arrived at the house of Procopius, 


to whom I had letters of introduction.* 
The servant at the door informed us, that 
he was in the church for evening prayers. 
Without a moment’s delay I hastened 
thither, to unite with the professed follow- 


ers of Christ upon Mount Calvary, and to || 


render thanks to God for the happy ter- 


mination of my voyage to the Holy City. ; 


The church is but a few steps from the 
place, where, it is supposed, stood the 
Cross. On entering, 1 was not a little sur- 
prised to find it so richly and neatly furn- 
ished. It is called the church of St. Con- 
stantine, and is the place to which all the

| from the Greek Testament the account of 
'| our Savior’s sufferings and death, and en- 
|| deavored to consecrate our rooms to Him, 
who here gave his life for the world. 





First Sabbath in Jerusalem. 


Feb. 18. At an early hour, I was te- 
minded, by the crowing of a cock, of Peter, 
} who denied his Lord and Master. In view 
| of so affecting a subject, I'could only say;

After breakfast, Procopius called upon 
me, repeated his willingness to aid me te 
the extent of his power, and bade me wel- 
come to all the privileges of the monastery.

Visit_to the Armenian Patriarch, 


An Armenian from Smyrna invited me 
to visit the principal Armenian church, It 
is situated near to Jaffa gate; is large, and 
elegantly furnished. We were conducted to 
the spot, where, ‘hey say, was mterred the 
head of John the Baptist.* My Armenian 
attendant, after making the cross, bowed 
and kissed the stone, whieh concealed, as 
he believed, the sacred deposit. From the 


church was conducted to the apartment of | 


the Patriarch. He was sitting in the corner 
of a large hall, with a writing table before 
him. He bade me take a seat. After 
coffee and sweetmeats, as is the fashion 
here, I presented to him a quarto edition of 
the Old Testament in the Armenian !an- 
e; with the request, that he would in- 
form me if the edition be correct. He re- 
plied, **1 have examined it, and approve of 
it, as an edition without errors.”» I then 
mentioned, that I had a few copies, which 
I would offer, with his permission, to the 
pilgrims, at a cheap rate. He gave his as- 
sent; and a pilgrim present engaged to 
make inquiries, and to give me information. 
I presented to Procopius an excellent 
copy of the Persian Testament, translated 
by the much lamented Henry Martyn. He 
read portions of it with fluency, and thank- 
ed me for the donation. Also, gave a 
French Bible to the clerk of the monastery, 
who reads and understands the French lan- 


guage. 
Visit to the Holy Sepulchre. 


Feb. 21. Went to the church of the 
Holy Sepulchre. The gate fronts the 
south; and is strictly guarded by Turks 
without and Greeks within. No pilgrim, a 
subject of the Grand Seignior, can enter 
without paying a para,—a trifle to be sure; 
but when multiplied by the hundreds of 
times, at which each pilgrim enters, in the 
course of three months, the amount be- 
comes a large sum. To prevent confu- 
sion, it is necessary to observe the difier- 
ence between the church of the Holy Sep- 
ulchre, and the Holy Sepulchre dsel/:— 
The one embracing all the apartments be- 
longin; to the different denominations of 
Chris®.us;—the other being only a monu- 
ment erected over the tomb of our Savior, 
and held in equal reverence by the various 
denominations of Christians, who frequent 
it. ‘The tomb may be called the centre of 
the church of the Holy Sepulchre, near to 
which may be heard the prayers of Chris- 
tiams in ancient Greek, in Latin, Armeni- 
an, Arabic, and Syriac. 

Entered the gate of the church of the 


— 


* Others say, of St. James the Great. 
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Holy Sepulchre amid a crowd of pilgrims. 
The first object, which attracted my atten- 
tion was the Stone of Unction, venerated 
as the spot where the body of our Lord 
was anointed for burial. The stone is 31 
feet directly in front of the gate;t—is 8 
feet in length, and two feet two inches 
in breadth, Several large candles are 
kept standing at each end; and over it are 
suspended several silver lamps. The pil- 
grims all bow, and, after making the sign of 
the cross, kiss the sacred stone. 

Leaving the Stone of Unction we were 
conducted to the Holy Sepulchre. It is 
distant from the stone of unction 63 feet, 
under the centre of a large dome. The 
monument erected over the tomb contains 
two apartments. In the first is the stone 
where, tf is satd, the ange] made his ap- 
pearance to Mary; in the other, is the Holy 
Tomb. ‘The outside of the monument is 
29 feet in length, 184 in breadth. I wait- 
ed some time for the pilgrims to withdraw. 
While standing there, a pilgrim entered, 
and, at the sight of the tomb, wept and 
sobbed as over the grave of a parent. 


Mount Calvary. 


Seventy three feet from the Holy Sepul- 
chre we came to the chapel of apparition, 
in which a few Catholics were engaged in 
evening service. The music, for softness 
and solemnity, exceeded any thing I have 
heard in Asia. From this chapel, we re- 
turned to the Holy Sepulchre, and, passing 
through the Greek church, ascended 
Mount Calvary. Itis 16 feet above the 
level of the tomb. I stooped down to look 
into the hole in which, it is supposed, stood 
the cross; below which is a fissure in the 
rock, made, it is believed, when Christ our 
Lord bowed his head and gave up the® 
ghost. 


The Environs of Jerusalem. 


Feb. 22. In the afternoon, the inter- 
preter of the Russian consul accompanied 
me to Mount Olivet. Left the city by 
Damascus gate, and turning eastward we 
passed near to the cave, in which, tradition 
says,{ Jeremiah wrote his lamentations.

Zion. We passed through fields of grain, 
which reminded us, at every step, of the 
awful prediction; ‘Mount Zion shall be 
plowed like a field.” On the summit is a 
mosque, erected over the tombs of David, 
and of the kings.of Israel; and an Armeni-

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an church, said to be the ruins of the house 
of Caiaphas, the high priest. 

Mount Zion, on three sides, is strongly 
fortified by nature. This agrees precisely 
with the description given of it in Scripture. 
“‘Nevertheless, David took the strong hold 
of Zion, the same is the city of David.” 
At the foot of it, on the west, are the ruins 
of the pool of Beersheba,—on the south, 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, called also 
Tophet, and the valley of slaughter. (Jer. 


| xix, 6.) Here the children of Israel caus- 
_ed their sons and their daughters to pass 
through the fire to Molech, 2 Kings xx, 


10; and, in this place, Jeremiah denounced 
the dreadful curse: “Behold, 1 will bring 
evil upon this place, the which, whosoever 
heareth, his ears shall tingle.” 

On the south side of Mount Zion are the 


' ruins of the old wall, supposed to be the 
_ one repaired by Nehemiah. 


Here may be 
seen, to the best advantage, the site of Sol- 
omon’s temple, the mount of Olives, and 
the plains and mountains of Judea. This 
delightful prospect, in connexion with its 
spiritual privileges, led David to sing, 
‘Beautiful for situation, the joy of the 
whole earth, is Mount Zion.” Returned to 
the city at sunset. 

Feb. 24. A priest came to my room to 
read with me the Holy Scriptures. 

Sabbath 25. The Sabbath passed with- 
out the least interruption. How desirable 
this retirement, after so many Sabbaths of 
weariness. 

26. A Greek priest requested me to aid 
him in the study of the English language. 
This will give me opportunity to institute 
many important inquiries, and to obtain 
valuable information. 

Various Objects in the City. 

P.M. A priest invited me to visit some 
We passed 
the street called Via Dolorosa, through 
which our Savior bore his cross to Calvary; 
—were shewn the house of St. John the be- 
loved disciple;—the hall where the Sawior 
was arraigned before Pilate;—the pool of 
Bethesda, near St. Stephen’s gate;—the 
arch where, it is said, Pilate cried, ‘Behold 
the man;’’—the place where Stephen was 
stoned, having his eyes fixed on the visions 
of Ged;—the place in the garden, where 
our Savior, being in an agony, prayed more 
earnestly, and his sweat was, as it were, 
great drops of blood falling down to the 
ground, St. John has marked the site of 
the garden very particularly. ‘tHe went

29. Sold an Italian Testament, and 
gave an Armenian Testament to an Armeni- 


tion of the Scriptures. Visited the priests, 
who have charge of the Holy Sepulchre, 
and gave them a Testament. ‘l'owards 
evening walked with a few priests to the 
place where, it is said, Hezekiah ‘‘stopped 
up the fountains and the brook, that ran 
through the Jand, saying, Why should the 
kings of Assyria come and find water.” 
2 Chren. xxxii, 4. By the way, gave 
them some account of the progress of re- 
ligious institutions in America: of Sabbath 
schools, family worship, and benevolent 
societies. 





Visit to Bethany. 


March 2. A Russian gentleman with 
the president of Abrabam’s monastery of- 
fered to accompany me to Bethany, about 
two miles east of Jerusalem, at the toot of 
the Mount of Olives on the east side. 


‘it respects Adam’s transgression; but if 
| they afterwards sin, they must be punish- 
'ed.” This, so far as 1 can learn, is the 
| prevailing sentiment among the Greeks. 
They can give no other account of the 
new heart. 


Interview with Pilgrims. 


A few pilgrims called upon me, and ex- 
pressed their surprise that | should not ob- 
serve the stated fasts. I requested them 
to prove from Scripture, that it is required 
of Christians to fast forty days before the 
| passover. I had observed, that the pil- 
grims on board the vessel, who abstained 
with great strictness from meat, often drank 
| wine even to intoxication. This led me to 
| inquire, as to the propriety of such conduct; 
_ especially among pilgrims, on their way to 
‘the Holy Sepulchre. We must learn, I 


| observed, that true piety consists not in 





] eating, or in abstaining from food; but in 


doing the will of our Father who is in heav- 
en. They confessed frankly, that the 
_ practice, which prevailed among the pil- 
| grims, was highly censurable.

Returning to Jerusalem we passed over 
the summit of the Mount of Olives, and, 
besides visiting places before mentioned, 
came to the mount where king Solomon 
“built a high place for Chemosh, the abom- 
ination of Moab, in the hill which is Jeru- 
salem.”? It is only a few rods south of 
the place from which our Savior ascended 
to heaven. Visited also the tombs of the 
prophets, a little west of the mount of 
scandal.

March 9. The rain continues without 
intermission. **The Greeks believe,” said 
} a priest who visited me to day, ‘that neith- 
er the righteous, nor the wicked, immedi- 
ately after death pass into glory, or are 
sent to punishment. Both rest like prison- 
ers for the day of trial.’ 


Service of the Copls. . 


| While walking in the Church of the Ho- 
Jy Sepulchre, my attention was arrested by

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the religious service of the Copts. They 
have a small apartment on the west side 
of the Holy Tomb. The priest, arrayed in 
robes of a very ordinary appearance, of- 
fered incense, as is the practice of other de- 
nominations. The Scriptures were read 
with a low, but sweet voice, and with 
great simplicity. There was good atten- 
tion, and nothing like a desire to be seen of 
men. The number of their pilgrims is not 
great. 


Visit of a Catholic Convent. 


March 12. Visted the Catholic convent. 
The Superior invited me to visit the con- 
vent when I pleased, and gave me many 
assurances of bis friendship. I did not 
take with me Testaments, as I knew the 
Catholics were decidedly hostile to the 
distribution of the Holy Scriptures among 
pilgrims. The conventis large; and is the 
resort of all European travellers, who visit 
the Holy City. In the evening, received 
a letter from brother Fisk, dated Jan. 26. 
forwarded by way of Cyprus. 

13. Wrote to brother Fisk, and for- 
warded the letter, with several others, to 
Cyprus. 

14. Visited the Armenian convent, and 
left three Testaments for sale. Walked to 
**the field of blood, purchased with thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued.” Itis a little south of Siloam, 
on the brook of Gihon. It contains many 
apartments for the dead; as it was original- 
ly appropriated to the burial of strangers. 

15. Rain during the whole day. 

17. Procopius gave me permission to 
enter the church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
for the purpose of quietly observing the 
different apartments while the pilgrims 
were absent. 

19. Visited Procopius. He gave it as 
his opinion, that there are in Jerusalem 
10,000 Jews and 2,000 Christians. Twen- 
ty-one pilgrims arrived from Smyrna. An 
Armenian of distinction informed me, that, 
in Jerusalem, there are 60 families of Ar- 
menians,—and that in Palestine are only 
four Armenian monasteries; viz. one in 
Jerusalem, one in Bethlehem, one in Rama, 
and one in Jaffa. There is also an Armen- 
tan church on Mount Zion, without the 
city. 

Two ecclesiastics called upon me to in- 
struct them in Italian. They read with 
me in the Italian Testament. Much rain 
during the day. 


An Interesting Pilgrim. 
22. Inthe morning, one of the pilgrims, 


with whom I read the Scriptures almost ev- 
ery day, while on the passage, came to my 








room and read with me several chapters. & 
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The progress which: he has made in read- 
ing and in knowledge, is a rich compensa- 


| tion for all the trouble of teaching him. 


He often stops to tell me, in other words, 
the story he has read; and remarks upon 
the importance of living according to the 
Scriptures. He is never weary; but, at 
the close of one chapter, he says, with a 
smile, ‘‘shall we read another??? When he 
passes me in the street, he expresses the 
affection of a brother, and, at the same 
time, looks to me as his instructor. The 
effect upon his life has been most salutary. 
He says, that he shall read the Testament 
every day as long as he lives. He is soon 
to return to his country, more than a thou- 
sand miles from Jerusalem, and my oppor- 
tunities to visit and instruct him must 
cease. But he will carry with him the 
Holy Bible as his guide, and he will not 
soon forget the past interesting scenes. I 
do indulge the secret hope, not that he is 
already converted, but that impressions 
have been made, which, by the blessjng of 
the Holy Spirit, will result in a saving ac- 
quaintance with the Word of God, and in 
final admittance into heaven. Withregard 
to the future, we can make no certain cal- 
culations. For the past I feel bound to 
give thanks to God. 


Reading the Scriptures with Inquirers. 


Four persons have been at my room to 
read the Scriptures to-day. The priests 
encourage me in this employment. If, then, 
a missionary can reside here with no other 
empleyment than to read the Scriptures with 
pilgrims, not utterimg a word respecting 
Catholics, Greeks, or Turks, a great work 
might be accomplished;—a work, which 
would impart infinite joy to the friends of 
this mission, and guide many souls to eter- 
nal life. From the observations I have 
made, I am led to believe, that reading the 
Scriptures is one of the most effectual 
methods to diffuse the spirit of piety;—a 
method to whith God has often added a 
peculiar blessing. 

23. Read in the Greek Testament with 
a Greek priest. Within 100 feet of my 
room reside five bishops, viz. of Petrea, of 
Nazaret, of Gaza, of Lydda, of Philadel- 
phia. Petrea and Philadelphia are beyond 
Jordan. 

24. Read the Scriptures as usual witha 
few individuals. Attended service in the . 
church of the Holy Sepulchre. Seventy 
two priests, dressed in clerical robes, enter- 
ed the church, two by two; and, bowing to 
the floor, rose and kissed.the hand of the 
presiding bishop. After this, five loaves of 
bread were placed in the centre of the 
church and consecrated, in commemora- 
tion of the feeding of the five thousand. 

25. P.M. A Turkish high priest, a 
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moolah, arrived at Jerusalem. The gov- 
ernor of the city, the presidents of the 
different monasteries, and a large number 
of soldiers, went out to meet the moolah, 
and to welcome his arrival. As he entered 
the city, two cannons were discharged,— 
an honor, which is conferred on persons of 
high standing. 

27. Passed the day in reading the Holy 
Scriptures in Greek and Italian, with a few 
Greeks. In the evening, the Russian con 
sul arrived with his family. 

28. Read the Scriptures with several 
Greeks. 

29. Accompanied the Russian consul 
and his family to the church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

30. Read Italian two hours in the 
morning with a few Greeks. Afterwards 
obtained permission from Procopius to visit 
all the Greek monasteries in Jerusalem, 
and to supply the pilgrims and monks with 
tracts. A Greek priest was my guide. 


Visit of the Greek Monasteries. 


First visited the convent of St. Basilius, 
mear the Latin monastery, at the north- 
west corner of the city. There were 12 
women residing near the monastery. They 


received tracts with every expression of | 


thankfulness. 

Next came to the monastery of St. The- 
odore, a few paces south of the Latin con- 
vent. In it reside 200 pilgrims, many of 


whom had before received tracts which I | 


sent them. Left a sufficient number to 
supply the rest. 

The third monastery, that of St. De- 
metrius, is near to Jaffa gate. Here we 
found many pilgrims, willing and thankful 
to receive the tracts. 

The fourth that of St. George, is near to 
Zion gate, in which reside onl} one monk. 
Left a few tracts for him, and for his friends. 

The fifth that of St. John, is a little 
south of the church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
Here was presented to us, a part of the 
head, as they say, of John the Baptist, in a 
silver vessel. My guide, and others with 
me, approached it with a reverence, one 
would think due only to Him, who de- 
mands our worship. The pilgrims are nu- 
merous. Left 50 tracts. These were not 
sufficient. The pilgrims, finding them- 
selves destitute, entered a charge against 
the president of concealing the tracts, and 
appropriating them to hisown use. I was 
informed of the disturbance, and terminated 
the dispute by sending 50 tracts more. 

The sixth was St. Mary’s, at which we 
were shewn a neat and very ancient MS. 
copy of the four Gospels written by a nun; 
the date of the copy some affirm to be 650 
years after Christ. Here are preserved also 


the hones of a converted-Turk, who suffer- 
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ed martyrdom for his religion. Supplied 
the monastery with tracts, and received the 
= that they would be attentively 
read. 

Visited, also, the Syrian church, which, 
it is said, is the house in which the disci- 
ples were assembled, when Peter came from 
prison, and saluted his brethren. They tell 
us, that the very gate is’ standing where Pe- 
ter knocked till ““Rhoda came to hearken; 
and when she knew Peter’s voice she open- 
ed not the gate for gladness, but ran in, 
and told how Peter stood before the gate.” 
Saw a few fine copies of MS. Testaments in 
the Syrian character;—also a few Syrian 
printed Testaments, deposited there by the 
Rev. Mr. Connor. 

31. Mr. Barnet, an English traveller, 
arrived this morning, and brought me a let- 
ter from brother Fisk, of the same date as the 
other, received several days since. Mr. 
B. is now from Egypt, and has given me a 


| very favorable account of that country, as 


it respects the safety of travellers, and the 
encouragement afforded to Europeans. 


Excursion to Bethlehem. 


April2. Accompanied Mr. B. to Beth- 
lehem. Rode two miles through a beautiful 
= called the valley of Rephaim. Here 

avid obtained a memorable victory over 
the Philistines, being encouraged by ‘“‘the 
sound of a going in the tops of the mulberry 
trees.” Passed the convent of Elijah, 
where reside about 20 Greeks. Near it 
is shewn a rock, on which, tradition says, 
Elijah slept, when fleeing from the wrath of 
Ahab. Here we had a distinct view, at 
the same moment, of the three most im- 
portant places on the globe; Bethlehem, 
where the Savior was born; Jerusalem 
where he was crucified; and the Mount of 
Olives, whence he ascended to heaven. 
Bethlehem, at this distance, assumes an 
appearance of splendor far beyond that 
which it actually possesses. The monaste- 
ry, erected over the manger, stands a little 
east of the village. Still further eastward, 
we saw the valley where the shepherds 
heard the angels sing, ‘“‘Glory to God in 
the highest.” 

From the convent of Elijah the road be 
came uneven and stony. We passed near 
the sepulchre of Rachel. “And Rachel 
died, and was buried in the way to Ephrah, 
which is Bethlehem.” 

A letter from the Latin convent in Jeru- 
salem, introduced us to the president of the 
convent in Bethlehem. We were invited 
to dine with him. At dinner, the subject 
of distributing the Scriptures was introduc- 
ed. He replied, ‘‘the Arabic psalter, 
which the English have sent hére, is a cor- 
tect translation, word for word. Also, the 
Italian Testament, translated by Antonie

Martini, cannot be censured. But the 
Arabic Bible sent here, we Catholics do 
not approve of.” ‘The Greeks’? added 
he, “‘differ from us in three things, ‘They 
believe, that the Holy Spirit proceeded 
from the Father only;—that there is not a 
state of purification after dedth; and they 
renounce some of the sacraments. As for 
the Protestants, they believe that all will be 
saved.” 

Aftet dinner visited a Catholic school, to 
which belong 80 scholars. Among them I 
found a youth who spoke the Italian with 
great fluency, and who is, as they informed 
me, far advanced in the study of Arabic, his 
native language. Knowing thatit would be 
desirable in many respects, to obtain such 
a youth, I requested the father of the child 
to permit me to take his son, and give him 
a good education at my own expense. Af- 
ter some hesitation, be replied, “this mother 
will not be willing.” 

To the hill Bethlehem, every Christian 
must feel a peculiar attachment;—the na- 
tive place of David, ‘he king of Israel,—a 
man after God’s own beart, and of the sec- 
eud David, the Lord from heaven. Here 
the wise men of the east laid their crowns, 
at the feet of the infant Savior; and here 
was heard a choir of angels singing, ‘*Glo- 
ry to God in the highest, on earth peace 
and good will toward men.” 

In Bethlehem village there are, it is said, 
1,500 Catholics, 1,000 Greeks, and a few 
Armenians, andaftew Turks. The Catho- 
lics, Armenians, and Greeks, have each of 
them a monastery. On our return, saw 
the village of Rama on vur left. ‘In Rama 
was there a voice heard, lamentation and 
weeping and great mourning; Rachel weep- 
ing for her children, and would not be 
comforted, because they are not.” 


Visits to Various Places. 


April 3. Went with Mr. B. to Siloam, 


Aceldama, to the King’s gardens, and to | 


the pillar of Absalom. 

5. Obtained permission of Procopius to 
examine the manuscripts in the library be- 
longing to the monastery, There were 
many copies of the four Gospels, but only 
two of the whole Testament. The bishops 
absolutely refuse to sell a single manuscript. 
The library is small, but preserved in tol- 
erable order, and contaius books of much 
value. 

6. A Swiss clergyman arrived with Bi- 
bles and Testaments. He informed. me, 
that he has disposed of many Testaments, 
and with prospects of usefulness. He de- 
signs, after the passover, to go to Aleppo. 

7. Visited the Jewish synagogues, with 
the Swiss cle-gyman. They are situated 
a little west of the site of Solomon’s tem- 
ple. A few Jews were present performing 
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evening service. There are four syna- 
gogues in the same inclosure; and others in 
other parts. We made inquiries with re- 
gard to the number of Jews in Jerusalem. 
Some replied 3,000; others said, ‘*Noy 
there are not three thousand; ‘But 
why” they replied, ‘do you ask us this 
question?”’? Because, we wish to gain par- 
ticular information with regard to Chris- 
tians, Jews, and Turks, in every place. 
We showed them a Testament in Hebrew. 
They examined it; but dared not purchase 
it, without the consent of the Rabbins. 
We left a few tracts, which they ex- 
amined; but not without hesitation. They 
treated us with respect; and invited us to 
come again. 

Mr. B. left the city for Damascus. Before 
his departure, I presented to him a little 
book, together with a letter expressing my 
desire, that the divine Savior, the places of 
whose nativity, crucifixion, and ascension, 
he had visited, might be his Guide, and 
everlasting Friend. 


Other Greek Monasteries. 


10. Visited several monasteries, in ad- 
dition to those mentioned before, for the 
purpose of giving to all who could read re- 
ligious tracts. 

I have before mentioned, that-on the 
30th of March I visited siz monasteries: to 
prevent confusion the numbers are con- 
tinued. 

The seventh monastery, called Abra- 
ham’s, because it is erected over the spot 
where, if ts supposed, Abraham, strong im 
faith, presented his son Isaac for sacrifice. 
The spot is only 8 or 10 feet from Mount 
Calvary, where was offered the Great 
Sacrifice for the sins of the world. The pil- 
grims are Russians; and Greek tracts are 
of very little use. At another passover, § 
hope we shall be able to afford the same 
kind of instruction to Russians, Armenians,’ 
and Copts, which we have now done ta 
Greeks. A missionary should have om 
hand a large supply of tracts in the follow- 
ing languages: Greek, Russian, Armeni 
Turkish, Arabic, and Syriac. All are will— 
ing toread; and to all God can impart his 
blessing. ‘ 

In the eighth monastery, called St. Kath- 
arine’s, left 20 tracts. A few women re- 
side in the convent. 

Next; the ninth, is St. Mary’s the less, 
(to distinguish it from the other by the 
same name.) Here disposed of 20 tracts. 

The Archangel monastery, erected over 
the spot where the angel was seen, when 
‘he stretched out his hand over Jerusalem 
to destroy it,” is the tenth. Disposed of 
100 tracts. A multitude of pilgrims are 
residing in this monastery. 
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The eleventh is that of St. Nicholas, 
where I found a multitude of pilgrims 
ready to receive instruction. Left 100 
tracts... 

At the twelfth, St. George’s, left only 20 
tracts, a sufficient number to supply all who 
could read. 

At the thirieenth, that of St. Ithemius, 
left 30 tracts. Here terminated our tour. 
Have now visited thirteen Greek monaste- 
ries, one Catholic, one Armenian, one Sy- 
rian, and one Coptic, within the walls of 
Jerusalem. Distributed in all, including 
the church of St. Constantine, 1,000 tracts. 
These tracts are to be widely dispersed; 
and perhaps read by people several thous- 
ands of miles from the Holy City. The 
very fact, that, they were brought from Je- 
rusalem, will attach to thema degree of 
sanctity; and give them higher claims upor 
the attention of a multitude of Christians. 

I regret exceedingly, that I could not 
obtain tracts in the Armenian and Russian 
languages. 

12. Two English geutlemen arrived 
from Egypt, to witness the ceremonies of 
the Passover. 

13. Early this morning all the Greek 
pilgrims ascended the Mount of Olives to 
perform a service in commemoration of the 
resurrection of Lazarus. During the ser- 
vice, two men (appointed for the purpose, ) 
passed through the assembly soliciting 
charity for the church. As they passed, 
they solemnly invoked the assistance of 
the saint, saying, ‘Holy Lazarus, help us.” 


Commemoration of the Entrance into Je- 
rusalem. 


April 15. PalmSunday. The ceremo- 
nies at the church of the Holy Sepuichre 
were numerous and splendid. A large 


procession was formed;—each individual [ 


bearing palm leaves and olive branches in 
commemoration of the Savior’s entrance 
into Jerusalem with shoutings of ‘Hosanna 
to the Son of David.” ‘That part of the 
Gospel, which relates to this subject was 
read in ancient Greek at the door of the 
Holy Sepulchre. If such occasions could 
be devoted to reading the Scriptures in a 
language which the pilgrims understood, 
they would become highly interesting, and 
communicate instruction to thousands of 
precious souls. 

16. Accompanied the Russian consul, 
and the English travellers, to the monastery 
of the Holy Cross, a mile and a half west of 
Jerusalem. Here we were shown the hole 
in the earth where grew, it is said, the 
tree from which .was taken the Cross. The + 
dirt has been carefully collected, and car- 
ried off by pilgrims. Also, saw a large col- 





fection of manuscript Testaments, in Greek 
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and Armenian characters, but none of them 
are offered for sale. 

Five miles farther west, came to the 
Catholic monastery erected over the spot 
where John the Baptist was born. The 
convent is large, and in a good state of 
preservation. A little further west, we 
came to the house, in which, tradition says, 
Mary, the mother of our Savior, saluted 
Elizabeth. We saw, at a considerable dis- 
tance to the north, the tomb of the prophet 
Samuel. To the west is the valley, in 
which David slew Goliah. 


Ceremonies of a Jewish Funeral. 


17. Attended a Jewish funeral. After 
the body was laid upon the bier, a priest 
offered a short prayer, and the people res- 
ponded, *“tAmen.” As they came near 
the gate, which leads from the city, the 
priest offered another prayer, and then re- 
turned. After passing the gate, they com- 
menced singing, and continued this service 
till they arrived at the grave. It was on 
the east side of the Mount of Olives, where 
all the Jews consider it a privilege to be 
buried, It is a feast day with the Jews, 
and not Jawful for them to bury the dead. 
A Turk was hired to do it. A hole was 
dug in the earth, about three feet in depth; 
and the body literally crowded into it with- 
out a coffin. A few stones were laid on 
the body to prevent the dogs from devour- 
ing it. In all their ceremonies, there was 
nothing like solemnity or regularity. 


Proposed School at Jerusalem. 


18. Attended to the subject of estab- 
lishing a school at Jerusalem. I proposed 
to Procopius, that if he would obtain a suit- 
able instructor, | would defray the expense 
of the school. He replied, ‘there is now 
no person in Jerusalem qualified to instruct 
such a school as we need.” But he en- 
gaged to write to the Patriarch; and after- 
wards give me more particular information 
on the subject. 

19. At the usual service of the Greeks 
in the church of St. Constantine, the 
Russian consul, his dragoman, and his sec- 
retary, received the holy sacrament. Af- 
ter this was a service near the gate of the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre. The su- 
perior of the convent, having laid aside his 
official robes, poured water into a basin, 
ayd began to wash the feet of 12 monks, 
who were selected and arranged before the 
door of the Holy Tomb. During this cer- . 
emony, they sang the following words; 
“If 1, then, your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet, ye ought also to wash 
one another’s feet.” 
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Catholic Ceremonies. 


At an early hour of the evening, the 
Catholics commenced a service in com- 
memoration of our Savior’s sufferings in 
the garden. The music was so excessively 
mournful, that we could not but remember 
the words.of our Savior, “*O my Father, if 
this cup may not pass away from me, thy 
will be done.» The service concluded in 
a very abrupt manner, to denote the com- 
ing of Judas to apprebend his Lord. A lit- 
tle past midnight was another service by 
the Catholics, in commemoration of the 
scourging of Christ. Strangers were not 
admitted. 


Services on the Day of Crucifixion. 


Friday, April 20. Early in the morning 
the Catholics assembled on Mount Calvas 
ry. Those chapiers relating to the suffer- 
ings of Christ were read in the following 
manner. One took the part of our Savior; 
another of Pilate; a third of the multitude; 
the fourth was the narrator, and read the 
words of the evangelist. When they came 
to the words, “the bowed his head and 
gave up the ghost,” all the lights were ex- 
tinguished. ‘The Superior of the convent 
received the holy sacrament, 

At eight o’clock the gate was opened to 
admit the pilgrims. They passed, one by 
one, each being obliged, (foreigners except- 
ed) to pay 20 piastres. The dragoman of 
the Russian consul] stood at the door, to 
protect the Russian subjects. ‘Thus pass- 
ed the day. 

At sunset the Catholics came into the 
chapel of apparition, and ordered all the 
women to leave the room, saying, “‘per le 
donne non c’e luogo.” (For the women 
there isno room.) In a few moments the 
lights were extinguished, and a sermon 
commenced inItahan. The first sentence, 
which I distinctly understood, wes this: 

“In questo luogo veramente, in questo 
giorno, anohe in questa ora giusto, il nostro 
Signore,” &c. (in this very place, on this 
day, and even at this very hour, our Lord, 
&c.) The sermon continued about thirty 
minutes, when two priests with two can- 
dles, and with « large cross, entered the 
chapel. A procession was then formed to 
visit the holy places. Came first to the 
«partment, where the soldiers divided the 
garments of our Lord. Here we heard a 
secend sermon in Italian. It was delivered 
with much less distinctness than the other. 
‘hey proceeded to another small apart- 
ment, where a sermon was delivered in 
Spanish, relating to the crowning of our 
Savior with thorns. é, 

The fourth sermon was delivered on 
Mount Calvary, on the spot where the Sa- 


vior was nailed to the cross; the fifth on | 
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the spot where the cross was raised; both 
in Italian. After this a cross was erected, 
having on it an image about three feet in 
length, exactly in the posture of a person 
crucified, Shortly after, two men, de- 
signed to represent Nicodemus and Joseph, 
ascended the cross, drew out the nails, and 
carefully took down the body and laid it nm 
a napkin. 

From Calvary they proceeded to the 
stone of unction, where, after anomting - 
the body, the Superior of the convent de- 
livered a sermon in Arabic. He began by 
clasping his hands, raising his eyes to 
heaven, as if he would say, ‘‘all is lost.” 
Next proceeded to the Holy Sepulchre, 
where the body was deposited, and a sev- 
enth sermon delivered in Spanish. The 
services ended at half past 10 in the even- 
ing. 

The Copts and Syrians came next in -or- 
der. They visited the same places as. be- 
fore mentioned; they carried paintings in- 
stead of images; and substituted singing for 
sermons. ¥ We ee SSE 

Twelve o'clock at night the Greeks 
formed a procession, and besitles visiting 
Calvary, passed around the tomb three 
times, as is their usual ptactice,in honor 
of the three persons in the Trinity. The. 
Greeks also carried paintings, but net im- -* 
ages. There were no sernions during their 
services, 


Ceremony of the Hely Fire. 


Saturday, 21. Nothing occurred in the 
morning of any importance. The after- 
noon was a memorable season. Every 
apartment of the church was crowded with 
Turks, Jews, Christians, and with people 
from every nation under heaven. These 
assembled to witness the supposed miracu- 
lous descent of the Holy Spirit, under the 
similitude of fire. It is estimated, that at 
least 5,000 people were present. The 
Governor of the city, and the Turks of 
rank, were there. A very convenient 
place was allotted me, to observe distinctly 
every ceremony. About 12 o’clock we 
witnessed scenes of a very extraordinary 
nature, and highly derogatory to the 
Christian profession. A body of Arab 
Christians, natives of Palestine, were ad- 
mitted to perform’ their part in the duties 
of the Holy Week. They began by rug- 
ning round the Holy Sepulchre, with all 
the frantic airs of madmen;—clapping their 
hands,—throwing their caps into the air,— 
cuffing each other’s ears,—walking half 
naked upon the shoulders of their compan- 
ions,—hallooing, or rather shricking, to the 
utmost extent of their voices. This was 
the exhibition to five thousand people, who 
were in expectation of soon witnessiag the 
descent of the Holy Fir-. | 
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About one o’clock the Turks entered 
the small apartment of the Holy Tomb, 
extinguished the lamps, closed the door, 
and set a watch. 
ter myself the Holy Sepulchre with the 
Russian consal, to see from what direction 
the fire proceeded. But they replied, 
“the Turks will not give permission to 
strangers to enter.” Shortly after, the 

incipal Greek priest entered the Holy 

pulchre, attended by the Armenian pa- 
triarch, and also by the Syrian patriarch. 
The Greek priest, however, entered the 
second apartment unattended. Every eye 
was fixed, as the time approached. As we 
atood waiting, suddenly there darted from 
the Sepulchre a flaming torch, which was 
carried almost instantaneously to a distant 
part of the assembly. I stood among the 
first to receive the fire, and to prove that, 
as to its power of burning, it contained no 
extraordimary qualities. The zeal of the 
pilgrims to get a part of the fire before the 
superior qualities departed, (as, they say, 
it burns like other fire in a few minutes,) 
endangered the lives of many. Several 
were well nigh crushed to death. Some 
lighted candles,—others tow,—with a view 
to preserve a part of its influence. Some 
held their faces in the blaze, saying, “It 
does not burn.” Others said, ‘*Now 
Lord, ! believe, forgive my former unbe- 
lief.” After this the pilgrims retired, abun- 
dantly satisfied with what they had seen 
and heard. I have thought it rather 
strange, that the Greeks, when urging upon 
me the evidence of the superiority of their 
religion, have never mentioned the miracle 
of the holy fire. 

April 22. A little past midnight, began 
the ceremonies of the Resurrection. ‘The 
church of the Holy Sepulchre was most 
splendidly illuminated to represent the glo- 
ry of that morning, when arose to live and 
reign the King of glory. ‘The Holy Scrip- 
tures were read in ancient Greek, Russian, 
Arabic, Turkish, Armenian, Latin, and in 
‘several other languages. The processions 
were splendid, and the ceremonies numer- 
ous. 

In the morning, all retired from the 
church to their respective habitations. 
Here end the services of the Holy Week. 

I was often led to hope, that the Holy 
Church will soon be consecrated entirely 
to the promotion of true piety among all 
classes of Christians. What an opportuni- 
ty it will afford, to those who have the 
spirit which Peter possessed on the day of 
Pentecost; and who will boldly proceed to 


open and allege the Scriptures, and to lead 
thousands, by a blessing from above, to cry, 
‘*men and brethren, what shall we do.” 
If | am not greatly deceived, I behold, even 
now, the dawning of that glorious day. 
May all, who love the gates of Zion, he 
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not their peace, ‘‘till the righteousness 
thereof go forth as brightness, and the sal- 
vation thereof as a lamp that burneth.” 


Excursion to Jordan and the Dead Sea. 


25. The English gentlemen invited me 
to accompany them to the house of the 
Governor. He received us with much po- 
liteness, and offered to furnish us with a 
guard from Jericho to the Dead Sea, and to 
give us all the assistance necessary. 

26. At nine o’clock, left Jerusalem for 
the Jordan. The pilgrims were several 
hours inadvance. The Governor of Jeru- 
salem, attended by his guard, accompanied 
us. He requested the English gentlemen 
to ride immediately behind him. At 12 
o’clock, stopped at a fountain, where, it is 
said, our Savior often refreshed himself on 
his way from Jericho to Jerusalem. A 
little further we passed Bahurim, wi:cre 
David was cursed and stoned by Shimci, 
and where, resigned to the will of his 
heavenly Father, he uttered those memora- 
ble words. ‘*Let him alone; let him curse; 
for the Lord hath bidden him.” At 4 
o’clock pitched our tent on the plains of 
Jericho. Went to view the present vil- 
lage of Jericho, consisting of a few mud 
huts, in the centre of an extended plain. 
Towards the east, beyond Jordan, we be- 
held the mount which Moses ascended, 
and whence he viewed the land of promise: 
to the west the wilderness, in which our 
Savior fasted forty days and forty nights, 
and was afterwards tempted by the devil. 
We searched in vain for some remnants of 
the wall, which God overthrew, at the 
blowing of ram’s horns. About 300 Arabs 
inhabit this village. 

27. After sleeping two hours on the 
ground, we were awaked at half past 
2 o’clock, and ordered to proceed to the 
Jordan. On our way, some remarks were 
made concerning the Scripture history of 
this river. The armies of Israel passed it 
on dry land “‘right over against Jericho.” 
Elijah took his mantle and wrapped it to- 
gether, and smote the waters, and they 
were divided hither and thither. Here 
also, “Elisha cried, Where is the Lon 
God of Elijah? and smote the waters, and 
they divided hither and thither.” 

Here, at the baptism of our Savior, were 
the heavens opened, and “tio a voice from. 
heaven, saying, This is my beloved,Son, in 
whom lam well pleased.” 

At five o’clock stood on the banks of 
Jordan. The current, in consequence of 
the great rains was rapid and violent. The 

of the river were ten feet, at least, 
above the level of the water. The pil- 
grims al] rushed into the stream, and plung- 
ed themselves beneath the sacred waters. 
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Among the spectators were the governor 
and his guard. 
At 6 left Jordan, and bent our course to- 


ward the Dead Sea, The Governor sent | 


a guard with us. Arrived at half past 7 
o'clock. The way was through a desert of 
sand. The water of the Dead Sea is ex- 
cessively bitter. We could see far to- 
wards the piace where were engulfed the 
guilty cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, the 
i’ abitants of which are set forth for an ex- 
2 pie, suffering the vengeance of eternal 
re. 


Return to Jerusalem. 


Left the Dead Sea at 8 o’clock, and ar- 
rived at our tent, on the plains of Jericho, 
ai halfpast nine. At two P. M, set out for 
Jerusalem, and arrived at eight in the even- 
ing. On ourarrival, we learned, that sev- 
é1u/ Hiussian pilgrims had been wounded by 
the Arabs, The blame is charged upon 
the pilgrims. 

30. Were informed this day, by a letter 
from Rama, that the English gentlemen, on 
their return, were arrested, deprived of 
their arms, and insulted. What rendered 
the event more alarming was, that it was 
not done by a lawless bandit, but by or- 
ders from the governor of Jaffa. Their 
arms were afterwards restored. 

biay 2. Sent several letters to Smyrna 
by an Armenian pilgrim. 

The number of pilgrims present at this 
passover may be thus stated; 1,200 Greeks, 
1,400 Armenians, 70 Copts, 20 Syrians, 
15 Catholics, one Abyssinian: Total 2,706. 

In Jerusalem are 11 Mosques, 5 Syna- 
gogues, and 20 Monasteries, belonging to 
the different denominations of Christians. 
The following bishoprics belong to tlhe 
Greek Patriarchate of Jerusalem; 

1. of Petrea, (beyond the Jordan) the 
bishop resides in Jerusalem,—one church; 

2. of Nazareth; the bishop resides in Jeru- 
salem,—one chutch;— 

3. of Lydda, two churches;—bishop in Je- 
salem;— 

4. of Gaza, one church;—bishop in Jeru- 
salem;— 

5. of Philadelphia, (beyond the Jordan) 
one church,—bishop in Jerusalem;— 

6. of Cesarea, one church,—vacant;—

(Mr. Parsons here gives a particular ac- 
count of the distribution of more than 3,000 
tracts, -after he left Sm He gave 
them to many priests, bishops, schoolmas- _ 
ters, and inquisitive pilgrims. He sent 
them in every direction from Jerusalem. 
Some copies were in the hands of pilgrims, 
who live more than a thousand miles from 
that city. Should a missionary, residi 
there, be fully supplied with books in dif- 
ferent | ages, there is no —s 
how much he might do in the great 
of promoting genuine religion. | 


In every instance, the tracts have been 
received not only without hesitation, but 
with a smile of gratitude. Bishops have aid- 
ed their circulation. All have rejoiced to 
carry so sacred a present to their friends. 

A pilgrim from Caramania-engaged to 
carry the tracts to school teachers and to 
priests. He said, they will be received 
with thankfulness. In many instances, I 
have been requested to accompany the 
tracts with my name, that the persons to 
whom the tracts were giveh, might know 
from whom was received a donation; which 
they so highly valued.

Reasons of Mr. Parsons’s Return. 


_ May 7. When I arrived at Jerusalem 
it was my design to pass the heat of the 
summer on Mount Lebanon. In conse- 
quence of civil commotions, which had 
commenced there, I relinquished the idea, 
and determined to retire to Bethlehem. 
Soon after the passover, the Greeks in Pal- 
estine were thrown into the greatest con- 
fusion by an order from government to sur- 
render their arms, and by the arrest of the 
Russian consul at Jaffa. All, who could 
be spared from the monastery, had fled; 
others settled down with a determination 
to await the event,

In a letter dated at the same place, Aug. 
29th, Mr. Parsons writes, that as he had 
reason to apprehend, that many of his let- 
ters miscarried, he had written to the Cor- 
responding Secretary by the way of Smyr- 
na, to the care of Mr. Fisk,—of Malta, to 
the care of Dr. Naudi,—of Zante, to the 
care of the American consul. Mr. Paz. 
sons adds, 

“] am expecting a letter from brother 
Fisk, together with tracts and Bibles, 
While residing on this island, I have oppor- 
tunities to afiord instruction to a few 
youths, and to visit the Catholic priests 
frequently.” 

Mr. Parsons wrote to the Treasurer, un- 
der date of Aug. 30th, with a particular ac- 
count of his expenses after leaving Smyrna. 
The amount was somewhat more than ¢600. 

“It will be seen,” says Mr. P. **éhat 
this sum much exceeds the usual salary of 
a missionary. But my expenses for voy- 
ages, for journies, for Turkish dress, for in- 
terpreter, have been unavoidable. | felt it 
to be my duty to reward the monastefy of 
Jerusalem, for the unwearied attention 
shewn me.” Mr. P. paid the monastery 
about the usual sum given by foreigners, 
who stay as long as he did. 

This letter is the last, which has been 
received by the Board from Mr: Parsons. 
Syra'is a small island, one of the Cyclades, 
about 100 miles south of Smyrna. 


EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM MR, FISK 
TO THE TREASURER, DATED SMYRNA, 
ocT. 2, 1821. 


‘My Dear Sir, 

Cart. BLaAcKuER kindly offers to take 
letters, and I seize the opportunity to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of yours of June 
30th, by Capt, Bradshaw, together with 
the Missionary Herald and the Natural His- 


tory of the Bible—a very acceptable pres- 


ent from Mrs. Keith. Your parcel of June 
12th has not yet been received. 

“Your last letter gives us the painful 
news of Dr. Worcester’s death. It seems 
like the loss of a father. The tender con- 
cern which he felt in the welfare of mission- 
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aries,—his able and friendly counsels,— 
his enlarged views and extensive informa- 
tion on missionary subjects,—-render his 
death a peculiarly afflictive event to us all. 
To me the event is the more affecting, be- 
cause I had spent much time in his family; 
had enjoyed the precious privilege of going 
often with him to the throneof grace; had 
spent much time in conversing on that sub- 
ject, which lay nearest his heart; and 
had seen how his religion influenced his 
daily conversation. May the Head of the 
church supply the vacancy, which this 
event has occasioned; and may we all have 
grace to make such use of this admonition 
as we ought. 

‘‘With this I have the pleasure of sending 
you brother Parsons’s journal, till his de- 
parture from Jerusalem, and a letter from 
him of a later date. My last letter from 
him was dated Aug. 30th. He was still at 
Syra, and in good health. I have expected 
him in Smyrna, but do not now know 
whether he wil] come or not. 

‘My last letter to you was forwarded by 
Msj. Tilden of Boston. I fear you have 
had such accounts of the war and its at- 
tendant evils, as have given you unneces- 
sary anxiety on my account. We are at 
present more quiet in Smyrma, than we 
have been for several months past. 

‘*What course we shall take for the com- 
ing year, I cannot tell, before I see Mr. 
Parsons, or hear from him. His heart 
seems fully set on returning to Judea as 
soon as possible. Probably one or both 
of us will go soon to Mount Lebanon, or 
Alexandria‘in Egypt, with the design of 
being at Jerusalem before another Easter. 
I have remained till now in Smyrna, hop- 
ing that some missionary would arrive here 
in the course of this autumn at the latest. 
But, as you say nothing on the subject in 
your last letters; as the funds of the Board 
ure so much embarrassed; and as your ac- 
counts from Turkey must be at present 
rather discouraging, I fear that my bopes, 
in this respect, are to be disappointed. Un- 
det these circumstances, whether it is best 
ior me to remain another year, or to accom- 
pany Mr. Parsons, 1 do not know. Insuch 
times as these, it is peculiarly desirable that 
we should be together. Yet several con- 
‘iderations make us unwilling to leave this 
place, till some other person arrives.” 


In a letter written two days later, Mr. 
Fisk dwells with much interest upon the 
proposal of Mr. Parsons, that a missionary 
should be sent with Bibles and tracts from 
Jerusalem into Armenia. He recommends 
this subject strongly to the attention of the 
Committee. We make a few extracts on 
Yarlous topics: 

‘If no missionaries from other parts of 








the world come to settle near us, (as I fear 
none will come at present,) I think we 
ought to consider our field as embracing 
Syria, Armenia, Asia Minor, and _ the 
Islands of the Archipelago. If a missiona- 
ry goes to Armenia, according to the Pan 
proposed, he may remain there perhaps a 
year, and then return to Smyrna, (which 
may be considered his home,) to rest him- 
self, to prepare and forward his communi- 
cations to you, and to obtain a supply of 
books for. another journey, in case Provi- 
dence smiles on the undertaking. 

“It isa serious question, what effect the 
disturbances which now exist, and which 
must be expected to take place from time 
to time, in this country, ought to have on 
our plans. These events interrupt, but do 
not prevent, the proceedings of merchants 
and travellers. Amid all the horrors and 
dangers of the present revolution, ships 
come and go; trade is carried on to a great 
extent; and European travellers, though 
obliged to curtail their plans, and use extra 
precautions, stil] pursue their objects. A 
short time since two English gentlemen ar- 
rived from Constantinople, on their way to 
Egypt, travelling for pleasure, to gratify 
their curiosity. 

**As the study of languages, and the pre- 
paration of tracts will] constitute a great part 
of the business of a missionary designed for 
Armenia, it will undoubtedly be best to 
embrace opportunities when the country is 
tranquil to travel, and, when plague or war 
rages, to retire for study. This may ren- 
der it necessary, sometimes, to change our 
plans, and may render it impossible to lay 
plans with precision: but I cannot feel as 
though it ought, on the whole, to be consid- 
ered any reason why missionary labors in 
this country should be relinquished or dis- 
couraged. Rather let the number and 
the magnitude of the difficulties, which lie 
in the way, awaken more earnest prayers, 
firmer zeal, and more unyielding ‘persever- 
ance.” 


In regard to the topics of the preceding 
letter, two coincidences are so remarkable, 
as to deserve notice. 

One is, that Armenia, as a field of mis- 
sionary labor, had attracted the particular 
attention of some intelligent friends of mis- 
sions in Boston, before these communica- 
tions from Messrs. Parsons and Fisk were 
received; and an elaborate Memoir, or 
treatise, on that subject was partly written. 

The other is, that though the Committee 
had not received communications from Mr. 
Fisk later than June 1st, nor from Mr. Par- 
sons Jater than March 13th, the arrange- 
ments for the embarkation of Mr. Temple, 
and for the future prosecution of the ob- 
jects of the mission, are precisely as they 
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would have been, if the communications 
now published had been received before 
these arrangements were made. ,

MISSION IN CEYLON. 








EXTRACTS FROM THE JOURNAL OF DR. 
SCUDDER. 


July 5, 1820. To-day I commenced 
the pleasing work of recommending the 
Savior to the perishing heathen of Pandi- 
teripo. Have been visited by the bead man 
of the parish, and Some others. 

7. This morning commenced r 
with the coolies,* ind other por ll ty ss 

10. Yesterday morning preached at 
Panditeripo, for the first time. There 
were present 30 mien, beside a number of 
éhildren. After service, I went to Tilli- 
pally, and united with the brethren in the 
observance of the Lord’s supper. In the 
afternoon, preached by the wayside to 
numbers, who were flocking to one of their 
celebrated temples. This is the time of the 
year in which the great adversary of sduls 
endeavors, in a peculiar manner, to strength- 
en his kingdom; but we trust the day is 
not far distant, whén this people will bow 
their knees to Jesus, and own him Lord of 
all. 
4 the course of the last month, I was en- 
abled to en , af an interpréter, a youn 
man of one of the fitst beet fates im 
the district. He came fo study English 
with Mr. Poor, three yeafs azo, With the 
express intention of becoming hereafter an 
interpreter to government. He Was then 
of a proud spirit, and was a bigotted heath- 
en. Within the last year, his attention has 
been particularly directed to divine things. 
He seemed very anxious to become my im- 
terpreter, urging, that if he went away 
from us, he was fearful he should forget 
what he had already learned concerning 
the great plan of salvation threugh a eru- 
cified Redeemer. 

12. This morning was visited by sever- 
al Catholics. My interpreter read to them 
the account of the birth, crucifixion, and 
resurrection of our Lord. When they left 
me, they expressed a strong desire to hear 
more of the Savior. 

14, This morning ver

| Mr. r, I went last evening, in com- 
/ pany with Mooyart, and Mr. Knight, to 


_ the great heathen temple at Nellore, and 
| witnessed some of the abominations of pa- 
|ganism. The idols had been carried from 
| place to place before the temple, during 
_ the former part of the evening; but as it 
was late before we reached the place, we 
saw nothing of the procession. But we 
| saw enough to sicken the heart;—enough 
| to make us retire and weep, on account of 
| the desolations which sin has made. Be- 
| hind the idols were a number of poor de- 
_luded creatures prostrate on the ground, 
| who had, a short time before, been rolling 
after the cars, as they moved from place to 
‘place. But one of the most disgusting 
| sights presented to our view, was a nusber 
le dancing girls, performing some of the cer- 
emonies of their religion. 
| prevalent among many in Christian coun- 
tries, that the heathen are fit subjects for 
| the kingdom of heaven, even though they 
| never embrace the Gospel. But the word 
| of God will allow us to indulge no such 
opinion. It declares to us, that whoremon- 
| gers, idolaters, liats, thieves, and the work- 
ers of every abomination, have no part in 
_ the kingdom of heaven. 
| The degradation of this people is so great, 
| that no language we can use, will convey 
‘am adequate idea of it. From our own ob- 
_ servation we are constantly learning, that 
‘they have all gone out of the way; that 
| there is no one among them that doeth 
good, no not one. 


Establishment of the mission family at 
Panditeripo. 


22. The room, which is designed event- 
ually fora medicine room, being finished, 
Mrs. Scudder removed from ‘illipally to 
this place. We have much reason to re- 
member the kindness of Mir. and Mrs. Poor 
to us; and we take our leave of that sta- 
tion with the full assurance, that the great 
Head of the church wiil continue to bless 
them in that work, in which they are so 
devotedly engaged. 

We consider our situation as peculiarly 
solemn, when we reflect that the immortal 
souls of a whale parish* are committed to 
our charge; and that, if we be unfaithful, 
their blood will be required at our hands, 
This consideration, we trust, will induce 
the followers of the Divine Redeemer to be 
earnest in their intercession at the throne of 
grace for us. 


—- 
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Funeral of a Catholic, 


96. 1 have just been witnessing a Cath- 
olic funeral. The corpse was brought to 
this place, and interred upon the church 
ground. The ceremonies at the grave 
were very solemn. I could understand but 
little of their service, but observed that 
they often mentioned the name of the ever 
blessed Jesus. I took the opportunity, 
both before and after the interment, to re- 
commend the Savior to their acceptance, 
and endeavored to point out to them that 
narrow way, which leads to eternal life 
through him. We have much reason to fear, 
that most of them know but little expen- 
mentally of that religion, which they pro- 


fess. 
Arrival of Mr. Garrett, 


Aug. 9. . Went in company with Mr, 
Poor to Point Pedro, to meet Mr. Garrett. 
We were much delighted to hear, that the 
cause of the Redeemer continued to flour- 
ish in our native land, 

12. This morning we had between six- 
ty and seventy at morning prayers. A 
number of them were sick. We think it a 
large congregation when we can assejnble 
so many, independent of the boys in our 
schools. 4df we should sit down at our ease 
at home, and preach two or three times a 
week, we should see but few people, This 
renders it absolutely necessary for the mis- 
sionary of the cross to go out into the high- 
ways and hedges, to visit from house to 
house, warning and exhorting the people to 
flee from the wrath to come. To labor in 
this manner is often a trying duty; owing, 
in part, to the awful stupidity of the people, 
te the relaxed state of our bodies from the 
heat of the climate, and doubtless much 
more to that deadness and dulness in di- 
vine things, under which we have to groan 
from day to day. But we believe, if we do 
not thus labor, we are unfit for our high 
and holy calling. We believe, that we 
are im the places of more faithful men; 
and, what is beyond conception dreadful, 
the blood of this people will be found in 
the skirts of our garments, at that day wheu 
we must render an account of our stew- 
ardship. 

I prescribe for the sick at an early hour 
every morning, and have prayers and con- 
versation with them before I administer to 
their wants. I find it an excellent time to 
compare their situation with what it wil] be 
in eiernity, if they do not accept of the only 
sacrifice for sin. I hope that proper sup- 
port will be given to our hospital, and 
medicines largely furnished, that | may 
not be prevented from recommending the 
Savior to many who come from a distance, 
and whe would otherwise, perhaps, never 
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hear his precious name. Many females 
come for medical advice, and thus are ob- 
liged, at least once, to attend the house of 
prayer.* 


Visit of Mr. Mooyart.~ 


14. J. N. Mooyart, Esq. the true 
friend of all who love our Lord Jesus 
Christ, spent the Sabbath with us yester- 
day. He appeared to be deeply sensible 
that a wide door is opened, by the use of 
medicine, to spread the Gospel among the 
people. I mention this circumstance with 
the hope, that hereafter missionaries will 
devote a portion of their time, if circum- 
stances admit, to the study of medicine, 
but particularly of surgery. The perform- 
ance of surgical operations make a strong 
impression upon the minds of the natives; 
as very little operative surgery is known 
among them. ° 

23. Prescribed medicine to more than 
fifty persons this morning. 

27. This morning had a congregation of 
more than 100 persons. Between ten and 
twenty women were present, 


Commencement of the Boarding School at 
Panditeripo. 


30. Removed to this place nine of the 
heathen children, to whom L had given 
names while at Tillipally; the rest were 
unwilling to come. I shall immediately 
take others, to make up the number which 
are to be supported under my care, through 
the kindness of American friends. 


Superstitious Feare of the Natives. 


Sept. 2. One of the reoms of the house 
being nearly finished, we removed into it 
this afternoon. This morning some of the 
people in the hospital were very much ter- 
rified in consequence of having heard a 
noise in the night. This noise was occa- 
sioned by my endeavoring to drive away @ 
rat, which was eating the ollas of the roof. 
They supposed that the devil was really 
here. I mention this as one of the instan- 
ces of the superstition of this people. Theg 
are much afraid of the devil; and, as they 
believe that he resides in the banyan tree, 
they erect temples under these trees, in 





* I have lately been distributing tracts to 
such as can read, among those who come for 
medical advice. By this means the Gospel 


will reach many plaees, where the voice of 
the missionary is never heard. As 1 have 
no printed tracts, Lam obliged to use those 
whieh are written on the Qlla. And in 
many instances they are preferable. They 





cost about eight er nine cents a cozen. 
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which they worship him. There: are two 
temples of this description near me. 


Preaching at different Villages. 


Sabbath, 3. Preached at the school 
bungalow and the hospital in the morning, 
and at the villages of Vardealadipoo and 
Surlepurum in the afternoon. The man, 
at whose house I had appointed the last 
meeting, died yesterday. I had but one 
opportunity to recommend the Savior to 
his acceptance. It is a solemn considera- 
tion, that many, who are in this parish, 
must die before | can possibly proclaim to 
them the only name by which they can 
be saved. 


‘Religious Services among the Boys. 


This morning after service, when I had 
retired to my study, I heard the voice of 
one of the heathen children, (Daniel G. 
Gautier,) at prayer. I went near their 
bungalow, and truly my soul was delighted 
when I learned, that at this time of the day 
they were assembled for divine worship, 
If those, who support these children, could 
have witnessed this scene, they would 
have lifted up their Voices to praise God, 
that he ever put it into their hearts to sup- 
port them. 


Various missionary Labors. 


5. This morning I adopted a plan, 
which I hope may be attended with the 
divine blessing. I design to call aside one 
person daily, to converse and pray with 
him. The man with whom I conversed 
and prayed this morning, was apparently 
affected. He appeared to feel the force of 
truth. In the afternoon, proclaimed the 
name of Jesusin the highways. The peo- 
pie were attentive. One man, who follow- 
ed me from place to place, repeatedly ask- 
ed me how he could know, that Jesus 
Christ would forgive his sins? He wished 
me to show him some sign to prove it. I 
told him, that if he would believe in Christ, 
and forsake his sins, he could then know 
that his sins would be pardoned. 

Sabbath, 10. ‘This being the busy sea- 
son with the natives, | went into the fields 
this afternoon to preach. Met with several 
Catholics at work. 
warn them of the consequences of breaking 
the Sabbath. One of them said, that he 
knew it was wrong; but he would go to 
his priest, confess his sins, and be forgiven. 
Hle continued his work. We have much 
reason to fear, that the Catholics in this 
island will be among the last, who are 
brought into the kingdom of God,

Conversation with the Son of a Brahmin, 


14, I have this morning been convers- 
ing with a Brahmin and his son. 
appeared to be a man of intelligence. | 
asked him how he expected to have his 
sins forgiven. He answered, “by praying 
to their gods.» Howeyer, 1 soon convinec- 
ed him, that his sins could not be forgiven in 
this way. He then said, that he must go 
to hell, and be punished according to his 
deserts, adding, that as washermen beat 
the clothes upon large stones till the dirt 
comes out, so it will he with the soul. Af- 
ter suffering, according to its deserts, it will 
then go to heaven. After our conversation 
was ended, I performed a painful surgical 
operation upon him, and endeavored to 
point out to him how awful would be the 
misery of those, who rejected the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and at last perished. 

These people, like all others, who have 
never been humbled at the foot of the 
cross, depend upon their own doings for 
salvation. Generally they tell us, that 
charity, good works, offering sacrifices at 
their temples, washing in some sacred /ank, 
(pool of water,) and praying to God, will 
ensure then an entrance into heaven. We 
can confound the simple ones among 
them very easily, by asking them if the 
performance of these acts would be consid- 
ered by the government, as an equivalent 
for the crime of breaking one of its laws. 
rhey unhesitatingly tell us, ‘*‘no.” If we 
tell them that God is more strict than a hu- 
man government,and must punish the wick- 
ed, and again ask them how they can ob- 
tain salvation, they tell us, that they do not 
know. We then point out to them the 
necessity for an atonement for sin. 

Many deny, altogether, that they have 
sinned. They imagine, that if a man has 
never committed murder, or some other 
great crime, he hes not sinned. This 
makes it necessary for us corstantly to 
open to their view the law of God in its 
length and breadth, teaching thein, that it 
extends as well to the thoughts as to the 
actions. Many have the hardihood, not- 
withstanding, to declare, that they have 
never sinned, im thought, word or deed. 


Manner of Preaching. 


The catechetical form of preaching is 
very necessary among the heathen. ‘ihev 
are in general so stupid, that unless we 
keep their attention awake by asking them 
questions, they will know little er nothing 
of what we say- Frequently, after ex- 
plaining the plan of salvation to them, if 
we ask them who Jesus Christ is, they can- 
not tell. ’ 

17. Had a large congregation this 
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Between 150 and 200 were 
Preached in. the afternoon at 


morning. 
present. 
Vardealadipoo, and, afterwards, at one of 
the native houses in a neighboring village, 


to about 70 persons. After service we 
were treated with rice-cakes, oranges, and 
cocoanut water. In consequence of hav- 
ing so large a congregation, 1 appointed 
meeting there again on the ensuing Sab- 
bath. 

20th. The odigar (the second officer in 
the parish) of a neighboring village, died 
this morning very suddenly, I went in the 
afternoon to the house of his son, and 
preached to a large number of people, who 
were collected to attend him to the house 
appointed for all the living. He was a 
Catholic, and had attended my preaching. 

23. Went to Matherkel, a large village 
about a mile from the church. I have just 
been buildmg a bungalow at that place, 
and expect to commence a school there on 
Monday next. Preached to about 130 
people. : 

24. Preached on the parable of the 
sower, to nearly 200 persons, of whom 40 
were women. Administered medicine to 
50 persons. 

28. In consequence of a previous appli- 
eation to W. H. Hooper, Esq. a bazar 
(market) was this day commenced at this 
place. It will give me an opportunity at 
some future time to preach to many people. 

30. This morning I was visited by the 
father of my interpreter, one of the most 
respectable and eminent men, in point of 
learning, in the country. I had a long 
conversation with him on the subject of re- 
ligion. He endeavored to lay the blame 
of his sin on God, as it was by his power, 
that man performed every action. I en- 








deavored to convince him that he could | 
not exculpate himself thus, and apparently 


at last succeeded. 
During this month, I have established 


schools at Surlepurum, Matherkel, Makeap- | 


perty, and at this place.

[On occasion of being obliged to decline | 


taking children who applied for admission 
to the school, no provision having been 
made for their support, Dr. Scudder enters 
in his journal an expostulation, of which 
the following is the substance: 

“It is a most mournful consideration that 
so little is done for the cause of missions. 
The heathen are going down to the grave 
ignorant of the Gospel, by millions every 
year, and yet many, who profess to love 


the Savior, and to obey the great command | 


to do to others, as they would wish others 
to do to them, do not contribute a farthing 


of the substance, which God has given | 
perishing | 


them, for the salvation of these 


ummortals, Is it thus, that the friends of 


the blessed Redeemer repay him for his | 
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kindness to them? When so many heathen 
children might be pluc’ed from idolatry, 
are professed Christians unwilling to afford 
a small annual stipend for so great an ob- 


ject? What excuse can Christians render, 


in the great day of account, that the Word 
of Life has not been sent to the millions, 
who are now dying without it? Alas! when 
they find it impossible to clear themselves 
from guilt in this matter, they wilt stand 
speechless before God. 
“Can it be, that the presetit state of 
things is to continue? Are Christians who 
have sworn allegiance to the Savior at his 
table, to live in violation of one of his 
positive commands? When a heathen is 


-brought to the knowledge of divine truth, 


how must he be astonished when he learns, 
that Christians have neglected the heathen 
world so long. With wonder he asks the 
question: **Why has not the Gospel, in 
compliance with the divine command, boen 
sent to every nation and people under 
heaven?” He asks in vain. No answer 
can be given.” 

These paragraphs were written when the 
Treasury of the Board was sufiering em- 
barrassments from which it has since been 
relieved in a great measure; and when Dr. 
Sendder had not heard of the provision, 
which has been made for many children to 
be educated in the families of the Ceylon 
mission. Still, the thoughts, which are here 
suggested, deserve the solemn considera- 
tion of all professed Christians. The same 
embarrassments of the Treasury, even in 
regard to the support of missions now ex- 
isting, will recur, unless prevented by the 
continual voluntary offerings of professed 
Christians. And as to the boundless field 
of missionary labor, which is yet unexplor- 
ed, what shall be said? 

Although there is great cause of grati- 
tude, that so many Christians have begun 
to exert themselves to send the Gospel to 
the beathen; and although there are. some 


| splendid instances of Christian self-denial 


and Jiberality, in different parts of our coun- 
trv, yet it would be going too far to say, 
that any portion of Christendom has al- 
ready done its duty, or risen to its proper 
pitch of Christian exertion. Let any re- 
flecting man see what a united Christian 
community could do, if all the professed 
friends of Christ were to feel engaged im 
the cause of missions, as though it were a 


| cause personally dear to them, and for the 


success of which they would labor strenu- 
ously, as for the attainment of the most de- 
sirable object, which had ever been pre- 
senied to their minds? Let. bim compare 
this result with the actual state of things; 
and let him strive, so far as his example or 
his influence may extend, to make up for 
the deficient zeal of others. ]

CHARITY IN SYSTEMATIC OPERATION. 


Tne following letter was lately received 


by the Treasurer of the A. B.C. F. M. 
with the sum mentioned in it; ef which $50 


_are acknowledged in the preceding list. 


“Having paid our debts, which we had 
contracted for the support of our family 
the past season, or made provision for 
their discharge, as well as for our wants 
the ensuing winter, we, according to our 
usual custom at this time of the year, are 


| about dividing the remainder of our income 


among the various charitable societies, and 
necessitous individuals around us. 

‘*We inclose to you seventy dollars; fifty 
of which you will please to apply to the 
support of Foreign Missions: one half of the 
remainder, $10, we wish you to hand to 
the Treasur.zt of the American Education 
Society; and the other $10 to the Treasu- 
rer of the Ladies? Society of Boston and 
the vicinity for promoting Christianity 
among the Jews. 

“If it will not take too much of your 
time, which is fully occupied with more 
important concerns, we will detail to you 
some of the particulars of the plan we have 


1822. 
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adopted for using our Master’s property. 
Perhaps, in some season of relaxation, you 
may fee] disposed to peruse it. But that 
you may better understand our plan of 
living, and the reasons of it, we will first 
state our circumstances, 

‘When, a few years since, we com- 
menced housekeeping, God, in his provi- 
dence, saw fit to commit to our care a 
small farm, in a country town, for which 
we owed about one quarter of its value. 
We had read the various accounts of the 
benevolent exertions of the day, and were 
anxious to join with our fellow Christians 
in their acts of charity. But how could we 
obtain the means? Our family must be sup- 
ported, and we must pay our debts; or we 
should wrong one man while giving to an- 
other. 

‘‘After deliberating upon the subject, and 
relecting that what we owed would not 
probably all be wanted for several years, 
we concluded, in the first place; to attend 
diligently to business as God should give 
us health and strength, and to expend 
nothing for the support of ourselves and 
family but what was absolutely necessary 
for our health and comfort;—avoiding all 
expense for show or fashion, unless by 
doing it we should hurt our reputation in 
society, especially the sober and reflecting 
part of it, and deprive ourselves of the op- 
portunity of doing good. We then fixed 
upon a certain proportion of our debts, 
which we would endeavor to pay annually, 
and so much only; unless more was want- 
ed; but if wanted, we would pay to the 
last of our ability. After paying the pro- 
portion of our debts agreed upon, the re- 
mainder of our income, whether more or 
less, was to be expended, according to the 
best of our judgment, in doing good. 

‘‘When we adopted this plan we con- 
cluded that it was best to review it at stated 
periods; and, if we conscientiously thought 
it our duty, to alter it; but not otherwise. 
After several years experiment, we are 
more and more convinced, that it is our 
duty strictly to adhere to it. God has 
blessed our labors in a remarkable degree. 
We can almost say that he has fulfilled to 
us his promise to Israel, that he would 
bless them in all that which they should 
put their hands unto. Indeed we have 
often, when reflecting on the dispensations 
of God’s providence towards us, been sur- 
prised at the many temporal enjoyments 
he has vouchsafed to us. We have been 


led to fear, that our motives in our acts of 


charity were not right in his sight;—that 
we should have a mere temporal reward; — 
and that we should never participate in 
those rich, spiritual, and eternal blessings, 
which are promised to those who are 
charitable from Gospel principles. We 


find that we have the greatest cause to be 
VOL.

humbled on account of our motives; but 
we discever no reason why we should be 
weary in well doing. A. & B.” 


The writers of the. foregoing letter are 
unknown to us.

We have no reason to think, that the 
writers supposed their letter, or any part of 
it, would be published; but it contains so 
much good seuse, expressed in so simple a 
manner, that we are unwilling to with- 
hold it.

EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM DR. 
NAUDI, TO THE REV. PLINY FISK, 
DATED MALTA, JUNE 22, 1821. 


AFTER several paragraphs of local intelli- 
gence, the letter proceeds as follows: 


‘The school established here, according to 
the new method of Lancaster, we may say 
goes on well, ‘The number of boys is about 
200, and that of the girls is not much less. 
Both sexes go to the school with pleasure, 
and, in a few mouths, a most remarkable 
change is produced. ‘Chat which is most im- 
portant eoncerning the school is, that in ad- 
dition to the rudiments of education, which 
were before so much neglected, there has 
been introduced the reading of lessons from 
the Sacred Scriptures. This at first seemed 
an arduous and extremely difficult thing. and 
certainly would not have succeeded, if a divine 
Providence had not interposed. 

“Some months ago, an excellent man, and 
an estimable Christian, General Macaulay, 
was here, who, after a short residence with 
us, went to Italy.. On his departure, he took 
with him the originals of these lessons, to see 
if he could get them published in that coun- 
try. Providence conducted this gentleman to 
success, which we had not dared to expect. 
In a word, he printed the Scripture lessons, 
after some disturbance, in the city of Rome it- 
self! and he has sent specimens to this school. 
The Catholic members of the Committee did 


, not dare to make any objections to publica- 


tions printed at Rome, and thus the sacred 
lessons were immediately intreduced into our 
schools. We have now the pleasure of count- 
ing more than 300 persons in their early 
childhood, applying themselves to the imme- 
diate study of the divinely inspired Scriptares. 
The signal advantages of so good a work will, 
without doubt, appear even in this generation. 

‘It is not improper to inform you, that in 
the past winter there departed from this 
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place for Alexandria a Turk, a liberal and 
most respectable man, ealled Sadick Gibraher, 
son of Ismael Gibralter, a man of much influ- 
ence in Egypt, and much esteemed by the 
Viceroy. We had much conversation with 
Sadick coneerning sehools; for he came often 
into the school, and had a high esteem for 
the system. He even requested the master 
to teach and inform him, that he might be in 
a situation to attempt a similar thing on his 
return to Egypt. He also encouraged us to 
write a letter to his father, Ismael, and 
another to the Viceroy, in which we 
gave them some idea of the new system, 
and recommended it to them;—-referring, 
at the same time, to the example oi 
other princes, not only in Europe, but in 
other parts of the world, who protect such 
excellent institutions. Sadick has promised 
to assist as much as possible, by his own con. 
versation, our communications both to his fa- 
ther and his Sovereign. 

“The Viceroy of Egypt, as you already 
know, sent, some years ago, a number of 
young men into Italy, to learn, under the 
best professors and urtists, the sciences and 
the arts. ‘These young men have returned, 
and are now established in different parts of 
Egypt; have made some publications in Ara- 
bic; and have also introduced many Europe- 


ans, (who at some past crisis had been obliged | 


to fly from that country,) and with them 
many European customs and good things. In 
a word, Egypt may be considered at present 
under a liberal sovereign, and with a popula. 
tion already prepared for, and in a state very 
near to, civilization. 

*“Sadick said, that the Viceroy would have 
no objection to sending to Malta two of the 
same young men, who had been sent into 
Italy, to learn the system of education, and to 
introduce it into Egypt. We have heard 
nothing from Sadick sinee his departure; but 
I am expecting letters. We have promised 
all our assistance in favor of the two Egyp- 
tians, while they shall; be in Malta; both to 
aid them in Jearning, and in preparing such 
things as may be thought necessary for them 
to carry into Egypt, in order to establish a 
new school. 

‘| have written you this, in order that you 
may communicate it to Mr. Parsons, that, in 
case he should go into Egypt from Jerusalem, 
he may find Sadick and encourage him in so 
important an affair. If he shall succeed in es- 
tablishing a school in Alexandria, or Cairo. 
we may be sure it will be for humanity one 
of the best works that eould be undertaken. 
Egypt lies on one side of that important and 
vast kingdom, which may be called nominally 
Christian, —Abyssinia, for which the British 
and Foreign Bible Society is now providen- 
tially preparing a version of the Sacred Serip- 
tures, having bought the celebrated MS. 
made under the cave of M PD’ Asselin; the 
story of which you know very well. 

“| wished to tell vou some things concern- 
ing the tracts which we have in hand; but 
must reserve this for another opportunity. 
When you receive this do me the pleasure to 
write me soon, and give me stich missionary 
news as you have, and I will do the same in

same, that Providence has impressed on the 
minds of so many inthe New World, the ne- 
eessity of new missionary labors for the diffu- 
sion of the pure Gospel in these parts of the 
old world, left so long in a state of barbarism.

Full of a holy love to your blessed missionary 
work, he commissioned our Board to send to 
your missionary treasury his gift of 150 Louis 
dor, (French guineas, or 664 dollars,} which 
sum will be paid to you by Mr. Roulet of 
New-York, to whom the money was given the 
6th instant. Our dear father in Christ added 
to his gift in money a little case of several 
triendly presents to your missionary pupils at 
his beloved Cornwall, on which the praying 
hearts of thousands in our Switzerland are 
kindly fixed. 

This little ease will be sent to you, (post- 
paid Hamburgh,) by the benevolent care of 
our dear friend, Mr. Gilbert Vander Smissen 
of Altona, by whom we were rejoiced in the 
happy receipt of your precious sets of inter- 
esting books and missionary papers, for which 
we are much indebted to you, and all the 
respected members of your Missionary Board. 

In my last journey I was happy enough 
to witness the wonderful power of the Holy 
Ghost in the hearts of thousands of brethren 
and sisters in our dear beloved country, who 
from all ranks and ages came forward to 
bow their knees before the King of Zion. 
He has begun to exert his power in ’the day 
of his might. The Missionary Cause is pros- 
pering in such a degree, that it is a wonder in 
our eyes. It is not to be denied, indeed, that 
the numbers of foes of our crucified Re- 
deemer, are not lingering on their side to 
destroy the holy work, which the King of 
kings is building up in our days.

PINKERTON, RESPECTING THE JEWS 
IN POLAND, 


uk intelligence communicated by Dr. Pink- 
erton to the Committee, during his late visit 
to England, was of a very interesting kind. 





Foreign Intelligence...Mr. Burder’s Letter....Dr. Pinkerton. 
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He pointed out on the map a district, eom- 
prebending Russian and Austrian Poland, 
anda part of Turkey, in which he suid at 
least THREE MILLIONS of Jews were to be 
found. ; 

Among these he declared there is an un- 
usual spirit of inquiry upon the subject of 
Christianity, and a readiness t6 receive the 
New Testament which suipasses expectation. 
As he himself travelled through their towns, 
they would often exclaim, “Here comes the 
Bible man and he will give us Hebrew New 
Testaments.” 

In confirmation of this statement, he read 
an extract from a letter lately received by 
the Bible Society, from the Rev. Drs. Hen- 
derson and Patterson, who were at the time 
of writing it in the heart of this district. 

They wrote that at “one place where there 
were 16,000 Jews resideat, they found.a Bi- 
ble Society in active operation, and who, said 
they, do you suppose were the most zealous 
supporters of it? THe Jews. They further 
declared, that among an interesting colony of 
Karaite Jews there, they found the Hebrew 
Testament in general circulation, and that 
they spoke of it with the greatest respect: 
And they added, that wherever they came 
in those parts, their lodgings were actually 
besieged by Jews, who came asking for the 
Hebrew New Te-tament. 

Under these encouraging cireumstances, 
Dr. Pinkerton most affeetionately and sol- 
emnly pressed upon the Committee the ne- 
cessity of strenuously cultivating, under the 
divine blessing, this promising field. Cireu- 
late, said he, the New Testaments as widely 
as possible, and above all, send out as many 
well qualified Gentile missionaries as you can. 
Sow your seed plentifully, and send forth 
your laborers with earvest prayer for a bless- 
ing. Leave the result to God” 

We can only add that it is the earnest de- 
sire of our Committee to follow the advice, 
and comply with the request of this experien- 
ced counsellor: if the Christian Charch will 
enable them todo so, by the increasing liber- 
ality of their contributions and support. 


EDUCATION OF JEWISH CHILDREN IN 
HOLLAND. 


We have heard with much satisfaction, of the 
establishment of a Society at Amsterdam, of 
uni.ed Jews and Christians for the purpose of 
educating the children of the poorer part of 
the Jewish population. The intention is to 
give them general instruction, and to teach 
them to read their own Seriptures in the He- 
brew language. 

We hail with pleasure every attempt that 
is made to irapart to this long neglected race, 
the advantages of edueation, and to raise them 
in the seale of intelligent beings. 


RUSSIAN BIBLE socirry. 


Russta is already a great and powerful em- 
pire, and is fast incressing in power and great- 
ness. It embraces a vast extent of country, 


stretching from the Baltic to the North Pa. 
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cific, and from the Caspian to the Arctic 
ocean. It holds, also, a large extent of ter- 
ritory inthe N. W. part of this continent. 
The people of this extended empire are 
truly a mingled people—presenting the wide 
extremes oi colightened piety, and the dark- 
est paganism; high mental culture, and the 
deepest ignorance; improved society, and 
gross barbarism. Hence Russia cannot yet, 
perhaps, be said to have formed a national 
character, in any one respect.—This state of 
things, however, seems not to promise a long 
coutinuance; and the prospect now is, that 
the Bi BxLe will be the great means of produc- 
ing the change. We shall then behold the 
result of 2 new and grand experiment;—a 
great empire forming and maturing its char- 
acter,—as well literary as religious,—through 
the influence of the word of God. 


CALCUTTA, 


Extracts from the Journal of the Baptist 
Brethren, Messrs. Yates and Pearse, in 
an excursion from Calcutta, as fur as 
Meorshedubad. 


LEavine home on Wednesday morning, Oc- 
tober 11, and attending an interesting anpi- 
versary of the Calcutta School-book Society, 
we proceeded to our boat, kindly lent us for 
the trip by a friend: and having called in our 
way at Doorgapoore for our native brother 
Paunchoo, who was engaged to accompany us, 
we went with the tide to Serampore, whcre 
we arrived in the evening. Here we called 
on the brethren, heard an excellent sermon 
from Dr. Carey; and late at night started for 
Chinsurah. 

Saturday, 14th. We reached Santipore 
a large town, this morning to breakfast, and 
having proceeded to the market-place, col- 
lected a larger congregation than yesterday; 
they were very attentive, and many by their 
nods and smiles expressed their approbation 
of what we said. Many were very eager to 
obtain our books, but very few able to 
real them. We pursued our voyage till 
evening, when we anchored at a distance 
from any town. 

On Sabbath morning, at breakfast time, we 
reached a small village, where we went 
ashore. Here, under a large tree, we found 
a poor woman, about fifty years old, brought 
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to die by the side of Gunga. She complained | 
of no pain, but seemed laboring under great | 


weakness. Having unfortunately no medi- 
cine, we gave her a little brandy and water, 
and despatched her relations into the village, 
to make her some gruel. At this time was 
brought to the same spot an interesting young 
woman, about twenty years old; and on the 
other side we found lying on the ground, de- 
serted by her friends, a third, about twenty- 
five. All these could speak without difficulty, 
were free from pain, and would probably in a 
short time have perfectly recovered, if prop- 
erly attended; but yet we fear are deomed to 
perish, through the neglect and superstitious 
cruelty of their relatives. We got a promise 
of nutritious food for them all from their rel- 
atives, and haying no medicine with us, after 
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giving the two latter likewise a little brandy 
and water, (which they would take, although 


= by us, as medicine,) left them with a 
avy heart. Well may it be said, that the

BURMAN MISSION. 


Ir is probably known to many of our readers, 
that Mr. and Mrs. Judson were obliged to 
leave Rangoon for Calcutta, some time «ago, 
chiefly on account of the ill health of Mrs. J. 
Mr. Judeoats intention was to return imme- 
diately, leaving his wife under the care of a 
physician. He was, however, providentially 
detained three months in Bengal; at the end 
of which time, Mrs. J. though not wholly re- 
covered from the liver complaint, with which 
she was affiicted, was induced to accompany 
him on his return. ‘Their voyage was a long 
and tedious one. The brig, in which they 
sailed, “was so small,” says Mrs. J. ‘‘and so 
filled with native passengers, that we were 
unabie to obtain the least exercise by walking 
on deck, and so full of scorpions and centi- 
pedes that we never dared to shut our eyes to 
sleep without completely enclosing ourselves 
in curtains.’—At length they approached 
Rangoon, deeply solicitous to know the fate 
of the ten Burmans, whom Mr. J. baptized 
before his departure.—“What was our joy,” 
she says. ‘‘when we discovered the principal 
ones looking with as much eagerness towards 
the vessel as we did towards the shore. In 
the evening we found ourselves surrounded by 
all the converts (excepting one, who was in 
the country, and had not he ard of our arrival, ) 
and once more united with them in praising 
our heavenly Father for our safe arrival, and 
for the grace which had been given to enable 
them thus far to persevere ” 

We shoukl be glad to copy the whole of 
Mrs. Judson’s letter; but, on account of our 
limits, must content ourselves with an addi- 
tional extract. 

“One Burman has been added to the church 
since our arrival, whose conversion strikingly 
displays the sovereignty of God. He is a na- 
tive of Bike, where his parents still live; he 
came to Rangoon two years ago, and attached 
himself to «a teacher in order to understand 
the Burman system of religion more pertcet- 
ly, and to find some way of escape from heli. 
He followed the instructions of the teacher, 
accompanied bim to the pagodas, made offer- 
ings when he bid him, and did every thing 
which he considered meritorious. At the ex- 
piration of one year, he found himself as far 
from « state of ease and safety as when he 
commenced the useless routine. While his 
mind was in this state of perplexity, he heard 
one of his neighbors telling another, that a for- 
eign teacher had commenced preaching; that 
he told about an eternal God; that he had 
come to this country for no other purpose 
than that of instructing the Burmans in this 
new religion; that he gave tracts to all who 
wished them and lived in a white zayat on the 
pagoda road. Hearing this he immediately 
resolved on visiting this strange teacher. 
The next morning, before sun rise, when 
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Moung Nau went to open the zayat, to his 
great surprise he saw a stranger waiting In 
the poreh, who immediately inquired if that 
was the residence of the foreign teacher. He 
said nothing of his object in coming, bat ap- 
peared all attention while Mr. Judson was 
conversing with the multitude who then 
thronged the zayat. He had continued his 
visits three or four days, a silent listener to all 
that was said. before Mr. J. conversed with 
him personally. He then took him to the 
Mission house, inquired particularly into the 
state of bis mind, and, to his great surprise 
and joy, found that he had obtained clear 
views of himself as a lost, ruined sinner, and 
felt that the way of salvation, by Christ, was 
altogether suitable for a person in his situa- 
tion. He felt desirous of embracing the 
Christian religion, and requested to be bap- 
tised. On farther inquiry, Mr. J. found he 
was under an engagement to go to sea, and 
expected to sail within a few days. Thus 
circumstanced, the brethren were unwilling 
to administer the ordinance of baptism, as 
they had had no opportanity of knowing 
any thing further of him than what they had 
scen in so short atime. The day before he 
suiled, he obtained permission of his captain 
to visit the zayat once more, when his appear- 
snee was remarkably solemn and interesting. 
He seemed desirous to be released from his 
engagement to go to sea, but it was now too 
late. Mr, J. furnished him with tracts and 
portions of Seripture, and after praying, and 
committing him to God, parted with him, 
feeling doubtful whether he should ever meet 
with him again in this world. A few weeks 
ago, just a year and a half from his depart-

The following notice of a man in humble 
circumstances, may be useful, as an example 
to others in a similar condition, and an in- 
Stance of consistent character. 


ARCAHTBALD SrnctatR was born in the city 
of Dublin, and was educated, while a child, in 
the superstitions of the Romish church. At 
the age of ten years he was brought to this 
country, by capt. J. Stickney, late of Newbu- 
ryport, from whom he received many kind- 
nesses, and particularly more advantages of 
education, than are usually enjoyed by com- 
mon sailors. Though surrounded, in several | 
voyages, by the thoughtless and profane, he | 
resisted temptation, and preserved a charac- | 
ter of gravity and thoughtfulness. It was un- | 
der the ministry of the late Dr. Spring, that | 
he received those deep impressions, and be- | 
came the subject of those convictions of sin, | 
which ended, it is believed, in a thorough | 
conversion. | 
Just before entering upon his last voyage, | 











he made his will; and, after giving some small 
legacies as tokens of remembrance, he left 
the residue of his property, to the Amer- | 
ican Board of Commissioners for Foreign | 
Missions. This residue amounted to nearly | 
| $300. He died at Caleutta, July 1818, aged |

relative, who is now an aceepted missionary, 
came to hand. ‘Ihe postscript is dated May 
23, 1821, almost four months later than we 
had previously heard. It is probable that the 
official letters and journals of the missionaries 
were forwarded from Canton by a vessel which 
has not yet arrived. 

The first part of the letter before us was 
written by Mrs. Thurston, in Oct. 1820, just 
before the king removed his government from 
Kirooah. It gives « brief history of the mis- 
sion, from the time of its embarkation. The 
king, and all his attendants, were about to 
remove first to Mowee, and then to Woahoo, 
with the intention, it would seem, of return- 
Mr. Thurston and his wife 


‘The close of the leer was written in May. 
We make the following extracts: 

“Again,” says Mrs. ‘Ll. “I take my pen. 
From Kirooah we pussed by Mowee, and 


' there spent a month in comfortable cireum- 


stances; after which we arrived here, aud 
were receive into the bosom of the family at 
Woxhoo. After the perils | had experienc- 


| ed, I cannot describe to you my emotions, in 
reaching this establishment. 


It seemed like 
getting home to a father’s house. Here now, 
on an extensive plain, in a grass-thatched cot- 
tage, with talf a dozen pupils, having the 


daily Society of a Christian community, my 
| me passes almost impereeptibly away. Elev- 
en children and adults are members of the 


tamily, and about thirty ofthe school. Seven, 
long since, could read the Seriptares intelligi- 
bly: several have committed to memory 
Watts’s catechism for children; and several 
have practised the art of writing with mach 
suceess. ‘Ihe king is becoming more tempe- 
rate. Several of his last interviews with the 
family have given us much encouragement. 
Lust week he made his yearly splendid en- 
_ tertainment in honor of his father’s memory. 
| Two tables were spread in the midst of many 
thousand natives, where himself, the mission 
family, captains, officers, and residents, were 
seated. At his request a minister was situ- 
ated at each table, and God acknowledged as 
the Giver of those good things, which were 
spread before them. 

‘‘We are now building the house sent out 
from America. When that is completed, he 
says he intends to taboo* dancing on the Sab- 
bath, and to attend meeting He wishes to 
have a house sent out to Aim, by the good 
people of America, three stories high;—one 

story for the worship of Jehovah, as hy and 
_ by he iutends to pray. He wishes to have us 
get all the sounds, and print books and 
_ prayers in the Owhyhean language. He called 
the other day, and wished to know how the 
abovementioned James Okahoo-hoo, and John 
E-e,+ bad proceeded in their spelling-books 
and Testaments. When he was informed, 
and had looked at their writing, he three 
times mentioned how very sorry be was, that 
he had |. ft off learning. He felt vexed with

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himself for so doing; —was ashamed to begin a 
second time; and many people told him, by 
way of discouragement, they should think he 
would be. ‘There is a prospect that his little 
brother will become a member of the family, 
and be educated in it. 

“At Atovi prospects of usefulness are very 
flattering. ‘Tamoree calls the brethren and 
sisters stationed there his chi/dren; and sup- 
plies their wants with all the induigence of a 
fond father. Himself and his wife have com- 
menced taking their meals at the table of the 
brethren, are very desirous to learn to read, 
and become acqusinted with the contents of the 
Bible. The King has placed thirty children 
under their instruction, to be educated as 
children are in America.” 

From the part of the letter written by Mr. 
Thurston we give the following extracts. 

**1 should have been glad to have written 
you a long letter, if time and cireumstances 
would permit. Mrs. T. has given you a gen- 
eral view of our trials and privations;——ot our 
reception among the heathen;—ot what we 
have done;—and of our prospects of useful- 
ness. T'ruly the Lord hus done great things 


for us, whereof we ure glad. We have done 


but little as yet towards accomplishing the 
great object for which we were sent to these 
Isles. Still, we bless God that we have been 
enabled to do something. 

**We could now find employment for many 
more missionaries; and, in a few years, should 
the Lord prosper our efforts, we shall need a 
host of faithful servants of the Lord Jesus. 
We need none, and we shall expect none, but 
such as are devoted, heart and soul, to the 
Redeemer and his cause. We want men and 
women, who have souw/s, and who are crucified 
to the world and the world to them;—who 
have their eyes and their hearts fixed on the 
glory of God, in the salvation of the heathen; 
—who will feel willing to sacrifice every in-, 
terest but Christ’s;—who will cheerfully and 
constantly labor to promote His cause: in a 
word, those who are real pilgrims and stran- 
gers, such as the apostle mentions in the 
xith of Hebrews. Men like these we want; 
many such we need, to complete the work 
which God, in his providence, has permitted 
us to commence. 

“‘We greatly wish that you and some others 
would come and help us gather this harvest of 
souls. The request, which we heard while 
standing on the American shores, from these 
islands, we reiterate with increasing emphasis: 
** Brethren, come over and help us.” Per- 
haps, before these lines meet your eye, you 
will have taken your station for life. If so, 
there, there, may you labor long, faithfully, 
and successfully, tll Christ shall call you 
home.” 


GENEROUS OFFER. 


We are happy to state, that several ship- 
owners of Nantucket have kindly and gener- 
ously offered their services, in promoting the 
objects of the Board, by means of their ships 
about to visit the northern Pacific.

Mr. Folger, and other owners of the ship

Mr. Aaron Mitchell made a similar offer to 
take any articles, which the Board might wish 
to send to the missionaries already there. 
The Board could not avail itself of the liberal 
proposal of a passage for missionaries, as none 
could be sent on su short a notice. In regard 
to articles for the comfort of the missionaries, 
a supply had just before been shipped by the 
Houqua; the owners, Messrs. J. & ‘TI’.
